THE OHIO LAW HOT LIKED 


Sportsmen Taking Steps to 
Have a 
Better 
One 
Enacted— Plenty of 
Quail and Pheasants— Rabbits and 
Squirrels Also Abound. 


All the local sportsmen are looking 
forward to the opening of the hunt­ 
ing season with pleasurable antici­ 
pation. 
It is at hand in Pennsylvania, 
but nearly two months away in Ohio. 
There are many bad features in the 
Ohio game law. but the worst is that it 
turns the entire army of hunters loose 
at the same time. and makes the de­ 
fenseless quail the victim of all who 
go out, pot hunters and all. 
Under a proper law. some hunters 
would content themselves with a few 
days atter rabbits In September. They 
would also hunt, squirrels 
In 
that 
month, and lf wing shots, would go 
after woodcock and 
pheasant. 
Util 
these arc all protected by law until the 
loth of November. 
By that time the 
squirrels have gone into winter quar­ 
ters. woodcock have gone south, arni 
when the open season begins there are 
only about twenty days of shooting, 
and quail are then common prey with 
the rest of the game. 
The result is 
that all hunters go as many days as 
they can during the short period, anti 
they hunt quail 
almost 
exclusively, 
shooting rabbits and pheasants when 
they run upon them. 
Sportsmen all over the state are tak­ 
ing steps toward having a uniform and 
fair law passed, one that will conform 
to the habits of game and give to tho 
farmer the protection he needs. 
Reports from the game field are very 
flattering. 
Squirrels are more numer­ 
ous than they have been for several 
years, but this will avail little to the 
hunters. 
The dry weather of the past 
summer was just what was needed for 
rabbits. 
In wet seasons they very 
often drown In the nests while they 
are young and helpless. 
The nest of 
the rabbit Is a little hollow scooped 
out of the earth, anti It easily fills with 
water and destruction of I he sight 
less little animals follows. 
The bun­ 
nies. however, this year, are reported 
plentiful, and the owners of beagles 
are assured lots of fine chases. 
Prom the ti Ills and thickets come 
good reports of pheasants. 
They are 
reported to be plentiful and already 
large and strong. 
By the time the sea­ 
son opens they will be swift of wing 
and have all the tricks for which they 
are famous, and it will be a quick shot 
that will bring many of them to bag. 
The quail wintered nicely last sea­ 
son and most of them hatched in ad 
vnn<e of harvest, so that there were 
very few’ broods 
destroyed 
by 
the 
mower and reaper. 
A low set mower 
can make a pot shot sometimes that 
would put even a game hog to the 
blush 
The mother bird and all the 
eggs are destroyed in a moment if 
not hatched and out of the way be­ 
fore the grass or grain is cut. 
w 
Farmers and all who 
have 
been 
afield unite in saying that never in 
the history of the country were there 
more birds. 
The colies are large and 
the birds many of them are now full 
grown. 
There are 
souk' broods of 
small late hatched birds that are to be 
found, but this is caused by the first 
nests being destroyed, when the lien 
quail will lay a second lot of eggs, 
usually ten or twelve, anti hatch them 
out. 
This fact lins given rise to the 
idea that they raise two broods in the 
season, lint this is not the case, as tile 
old birds remain with the brood until 
the next spring if they are not shot or 
destroyed by hawks or animals that 
prey upon them. 
There will lie no woodcock shoot­ 
ing In Ohio this year, though there 
are said to be plenty of them in tile 
swales and swamps. 
They 
migrate 
south in October, and will all be gone 
to be the prey of southern sportsmen 
before the Ohio law allows them to be 
shot.

Just at I o’clock a frightful calam­ 
ity was narrowly averted at the east 
front of the capitol. 
For hours the 
vast 
throng 
of 
people had been 
massed in front of the capitol await­ 
ing an opportunity to enter tho ro­ 
tunda. 
When the doors were opened 
tens of thousands of people rushed 
a 1 nest frantically to the main stair­ 
case. 
The police and military guards 
were swept aside ami almost In a 
twinkling there 
was a tremendous 
crush at the foot of tin? great stair­ 
case. 
Tho immense throng 
swept 
backward and forward like tile surg­ 
ing of a mighty sea. 
Women 
and 
ihildren. a few of the latter hallos iii 
aims. were caught in the crowd and 
many were badly hurt.

The magnificent display of floral 
offerings, numbering no less than 125 
pi *ces. and making the most remark­ 
able floral tribute 
ever seen here. 
were taken to the station from the 
capitol in carriages and wagons and 
there placed

which had been provided for them. 
Three sections, comprising in all 20 
passenger coaches, were

ed invitations to make the journey to 
Canton.

ne tried in the supreme court next 
.Monday morning. 
A notable incident was the hissing 
of the prisoner by the crowds who 
surged around him as he was being 
escorted down the stairs still draped 
in mourning garb.

cf patrolmen and deputy sheriffs had 
L( en dispensed with, so that the peo­ 
ple were able to get nearer the pris­ 
oner as he passed to and from the 
court room.

The Columbus Dispatch reports that 
the clerks in the state railway com­ 
m issioner’s office who are now' prepar­ 
ing the annual report say that enough 
is now known to predict that it will 
show the greatest gross earnings in 
the railroad history of the state.

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Game Is Reported Very Abundant 
in This Section This 
Year. 


THE OHIO LAW HOT LIKED 


Sportsmen Taking Steps to Have a 
Better 
One 
Enacted— Plenty of 
Quail and Pheasants— Rabbits and 
Squirrels Also Abound. 


All the local sportsmen are looking 
forward to the opening of the hunt­ 
ing season with p leasu rab le antici­ 
pation. 
It Is at hand in Pennsylvania, 
hut nearly two months away in Ohio. 
There are many bad features in the 
Ohio game law. but the worst Is that it 
turns the entire army of hunters loose 
at the same time, and m akes the de­ 
fenseless quail the victim of all who 
go out, pot hunters and all. 
Under a proper law, some hunters 
would content them selves with a few 
days alter rabbits in September. They 
would also hunt squirrels 
in 
that 
month, and if wing shots, would go 
after woodcock and 
pheasant. 
But 
these are all protected by law until th»* 
30th of November. 
By th at time the 
squirrels have gone into w inter quar­ 
ters, woodcock have gone south, and 
when the open season begins there are 
only about twenty days of shooting, 
and quail are then common prey with 
the rest of the game. 
The result is 
th a t all hunters go as many days as 
they can during the short period, and 
they hunt quail 
almost 
exclusively, 
shooting rabbits and pheasants when 
they run upon them. 
Sportsmen all over the state are tak­ 
ing steps toward having a uniform and 
fair law passed, one that will conform 
to the habits of game and give to the 
farm er the protection he needs. 
Reports from the game field are very 
flattering. 
Squirrels are more num er­ 
ous than they have been for several 
years, but this will avail little to the 
hunters. The dry weather of the past I 
summer was just what was needed for 
rabbits. 
In wet seasons they very 
often drown In the nests while they 
are young and helpless. 
The nest of 
the rabbit Is a little hollow scooped 
out of the earth, and it easily fills with 
w ater and destruction of the sight 
less little animals follows. 
The bun­ 
nies, however, this year, are reported 
plentiful, and the owners of beagles 
are assured lots of fine chases. 
From the hills and thickets come 
good reports of pheasants. 
They arc 
reported to be plentiful and already 
large and strong. 
By the time the sea­ 
son opens they will be swift of wing 
and have all the tricks for which they 
are famous, and it will be n quick shot 
that will bring many of them to bag. 
The quail wintered nicely last sea­ 
son and most of them hatched in ad­ 
vance of harvest, so that there were 
very few broods 
destroyed 
by 
the 
mower and reaper. 
A low set mower 
can make a pot shot sometimes that 
would put even a game hog to the 
blush 
The m other bird and all the 
eggs are destroyed in a moment if 
not hatched and out of the way be­ 
fore the grass or grain is cut. 
; 
Farm ers and all who 
have 
been 
afield unite in saying that never in 
the history of the country were there 
more birds. 
The covies are large arid 
the birds many of them are now full 
grown. 
There are 
some 
broods 
of 
small late hatched birds that are to be 
found, but this is caused by the first 
nests being destroyed, when the hen 
quail will lay a second lot of eggs, 
usually ten or twelve, and hatch them 
out. 
This fact has given rise to tile 
idea that they raise two broods in the 
season, but this is not the case. as the 
old birds remain with the brood until 
the next spring if they are not shot or 
destroyed by hawks or animals that 
prey upon them. 
There will be no woodcock shoot­ 
ing in Ohio this year. though there 
are said to he plenty of them in the 
swales and swamps. 
They 
migrate 
south in October, and will all be gone 
to be the prey of southern sportsmen 
before the Ohio law' allows them to he 
shot.

Just at I o’clock a frightful calam­ 
ity was narrowly averted at the cast 
front of the capitol. 
For hours the

massed in front of the capitol await­ 
ing an opportunity to enter the ro­ 
tunda. 
YVhen the doors were opened 
tens of thousands of people rushed 
a1 most frantically to the main stair­ 
case. 
The police and military guards 
were swept aside and almost in a 
twinkling there 
was a tremendous 
crush at the foot of the great stair­ 
case.

backward and forward like the surg­ 
ing of a mighty sea.

Tush had been abated upon the stair­ 
case and plaza immediately in front 
of it were found tattered pieces of 
ni^n’R and women’s wearing apparel 
of all kinds, (‘rushed hats, gloves, and 
even shoes. 
Watches, pocketbooks. 
Keys ana knives were picked up. 
When the remains of the dead presi­ 
dent were finally closed forever to the 
view of Washington people the cav­ 
alry escort again was formed and con­ 
veyed them to the special train. 
The magnificent display of floral 
offerings, numbering no less than 125 
pi rnes. and making the most remark­ 
able floral tribute 
ever seen here, 
were taken to the station from the 
capitol in carriages and wagons and 
there placed 
aboard a special car 
which had been provided for them. 
Three sections, comprising in all 20 
passenger coaches, were 
necessary 
to accommodate all those who accept­ 
ed invitations to make the journey to 
Canton.

RAILROAD PROSPERITY. 


Will You Vote to Cast a Damper Upon 
These Conditione? 


The Columbus Dispatch reports that 
the clerks in the state railway com­ 
missioner’s office who are now prepar­ 
ing the annual report say that enough 
is now known to predict that it will 
show the greatest gross earnings in 
the railroad history of the state. Only 
two roads shaw a decrease from last 
year and they are small and unim ­ 
portant lines. 
This agrees entirely with the gen­ 
eral truth th at ail over the country 
the wage-earners In all occupations 
have really the larger share in the 
prosperity of our country under Re­ 
publican adm inistration. 
In this con­ 
nection we note that the total amount 
paid out as wages to railroad employes 
in die year ended June 30, 1901, was 
I577.2C4.841, against 
|445,508,201 for 
1895, an increase in five years of $131,-

one year the increase was $54,296,945, 
nearly IO per cent. 
In the five years 
gross earnings went up from $1,075.- 
871,462 to $1,487,044,814. or 18 per cent., 
against the wages increase of nearly 
20 per cent. When wage earners learn 
and realize such results as the fore­ 
going, it is hardly likely they will do 
anything whatever* to weaken the hold

Buffalo. Sept. 18.—Leon F. Czolgosz, 
the assassin of President McKinley, 
was arraigned before Judge Edward 
K. Emery, in the county court, on the 
Indictment for m urder in the first de- 
grr e in fatally shooting President Mc­ 
Kinley in the Temple of Music at th** 
Pan-Afherican exposition, on Sept. 6. 
Again the stubborn prisoner refused 
to plead or even to nt#*r a word or 
sound, and the Hon. Lorain L. Lewis, 
ex-supreme court 
justice, entered a 
pica of not guilty. 
The accused 
will 
ue tried in the suprem e court next 
Monday morning. 
A notable incident was the hissing 
of the prisoner by the crowds who 
surged around him as he was being 
escorted dowm the stairs still draped 
in mourning garb. 
The strong guard 
cf patrolm en and deputy sheriffs had 
been dispensed with, so th at the peo­ 
ple were able to get nearer the pris­ 
oner as he passed to and from the 
court room. 
As ^ result of the urging of Presi­ 
dent Adelbert Moot, 
of 
the Erie 
County Bar association, Judge Lewis, 
olm of the attorneys 
assigned 
as 
counsel by Judge Emery, called at the 
Erie county jail to see the prisoner. 
Czolgosz refused 
to 
talk to Judge 
Lewis, and even refused to answer 
questions as to whether or not 
he 
wanted 
any 
counsel. 
Judge Lewis 
3a.d that nevertheless he would ap­ 
pear for the prisoner upon arraign­ 
ment, even if he decided not to ac­ 
cept the assignm ent of the court. 
D istrict Attorney Penny gave no­ 
tice that he* would move to have the 
indictm ent transferred to the supreme 
court for trial and would also notice 
the trial for next Monday morning. 
’ I know no reason why the defend­ 
ant should not be ready next Mon­ 
day,” replied Judge Lewis. 
At his re­ 
quest. however, the orders will not be 
entered until Judge T itus’ return from 
Milwaukee, which will probably be 
within a day or two. 
Judge Lewis said that he hight also 
like an order of the court for alienists 
to examine the* prisoner, as the dis­ 
trict attorney had informed him that 
em inent alienists had examined the 
prisoner on behalf of the people. This 
go-re rise to the belief that a special 
pica cf insanity may be entered by 
the counsel for the defense.
